He was elected mtmber of Parlia- 
ment for South 8aiford, and then sue 
cesslvely sat In the Mberal interest for 
Oordon and Rosseudalo until 1904, 
when he retired from politics.

An historic memorial of Thomas 
Or»y, author of the Immortal "piegry." 
was offered for sale by public auction 
at Slouffh, but there were no bidders. 

The monuthent consists of a large 
sarcophagus to the memory of- the poet, 
and was erected In 1799 by John .Pcnn 
after a design by James Wyat<, tho 
archltecl.
